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Note: Any boundariesin counties that are adjacent to but not included in the North Central Region that are included
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countieswill be subject to any ripple effect, however, upon the tentative adoption of aregion's plans.

The plans will be adopted with the caveat that there will need to be minor adjustments as boundaries receive closer
scrutiny and additional checks are performed on the adopted plans. Any adopted plan will be subject to change as
the Commission moves around the state.

OVERVIEW

The 2000 Didricting and Apportionment Commission adopted this region asits sarting point. The
Commission aso adopted aresolution (attached) that directed the development of an additional
American Indian-mgority House that can later be paired to create an additiond American-Indian
magority Senate digtrict within its adopted criteriaand population requirements. All four plans conform
to the Commission's intent as expressed in ther resolution.

There are four plans prepared for thisregion. Two plans put al of Cascade County in Cascade
County-only digtricts, and two share part of adigtrict with Teton County. Plans 100, 200, and 400
were prepared by Commission staff. Plan 300 was submitted by Commissioner Joe Lamson. For
Plans 100, 200, and 300, Cascade County can be seen as interchangeable, with excess Teton County
population joined with a Lewis and Clark County didtrict a alater time. Plan 400 does not have this
feature.
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There are basicdly three variations on proposed digtricts 1 and 2 depending on which communities are
placed together. These didrictswill be completed with the Western region but only dight modifications
are likely to be able to be made. Plans 100 and 200 use more of Flathead County. Plans 100 and 300
use more of Lake County. Plan 200 does not go as far south into Lake County, and does not include
Arlee. Plan 100 splits Arlee and Plan 300 includes dl of the Arlee area. Plan 300 uses population in
Toole County to complete the Glacier and Pondera counties district in order to use less population in
Hathead County. All plans bring the American Indian Voting Age percentage over 50%.

All plans enhance the American Indian VVoting Age percentages in what is current House Digtrict 92.
Plan 300 uses population from Phillips and Valey Counties to complete the district. Plans 100, 200,
and 400 use the existing boundary in Phillips County. For the purposes of this report, the categories of
American Indian/Alaska Native and American Indian/Alaska Native and Other Race categories were
combined as suggested by the Office of Management and Budget and the Department of Justice and
adopted as part of the Commission's criteria. The American Indian/Alaska Native and Other Race
categories did not exceed 2.79% in any didrict in any plan.

For countiesincluded in thisregion, dl plans split the counties of Glacier, Cascade, Hill, and Fergus for
population reasons. Plans 100, 200, and 400 also split Pondera, Teton, and Blaine Counties. Plan
300 dso splits Pondera and Blaine Counties, but the ripple effect splits Toole and Chouteau Counties
and Teton isintact. The Blackfeet Reservation is splitin dl plans. The Hathead Reservation will be
glit by al plans, the Rocky Boy's and Fort Belkngp Reservations areintact in al plans. Plan 300 dso
includes dl of the Rocky Boy's Reservation trust lands.

In Plan 100, Cut Bank and Conrad are kept intact. Plan 100 also depicts a possible digtrict for the
remainder of Fergus County and Petroleum County for completion & alater date.

Plan 200 splits Cut Bank dong historic lines, but Conrad is kept intact. Plan 200 uses excess
population from Teton County to complete one House digtrict in Cascade County, but could be placed
with Lewis and Clark County as in Plans 100 and 300.

Plan 300 places Liberty County with parts of Toole and Chouteau Counties, proposing an dternative
digtrict for the completion of Chouteau County, Judith Basin and Petroleum Counties, and the
remainder of Fergus County with Garfield County. Thisdistrict would be completed & alater date.

Pan 400 is avariation on Plans 100 and 200 with only dight differencesin some digtricts.
Looking ahead: on the eastern Hiline east of Blaine County there is population for dightly over 3 house

digricts. Plans may require dight aterations to accommodate popul ation requirements and other
mandatory criteria

Proposed Didtrict 1 contains portions of Glacier and Pondera Counties. The Glacier County portion
includes most of the Blackfeet Reservation excluding the area between Highway 89 and Highway 2.
Proposed Didtrict 1 includes the communities of St. Mary, Babb, Starr School, and the portion of
Browning north of Highway 89 and west of Highway 464. Proposed Didtrict 1 includes north of the
city limits of Cut Bank north of Highway 200 and the areawest of Cut Bank Creek. The Pondera
County portion includes the southeast portion of the Blackfeet Reservation, including Heart Butte and
al of the areawest of Highway 89 and the area around and including Dupuyer (most of Precinct 23).
Thisdigrict will be completed with the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 2 contains parts of Glacier, Flathead, and Lake Counties. It includes the portion of
Arlee east of Highway 93, the communities of St. Ignatius, Pablo, and population aong the Mission
Mountain front in Lake County. The population in Lake County south and east of Swan Lake on
Highway 83 isdsoincluded. In Hathead County, population south of the Going to the Sun Highway
and the area around the Hungry Horse Reservoir isincluded (not including Hungry Horse). In Glacier
County, the area between Highway 89 and Highway 2 including East Glacier Park and part of
Browning, south of Highway 2 isin thisdidrict. East of Browning the boundary follows Willow Creek
and Depot Creek south to the railroad tracks and to Highway 2 southwest of Browning. This digtrict
will be completed with the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 3 includes dl of Toole County and portions of Glacier and Pondera Counties. In
Glacier County, Cut Bank and the area east of Cut Bank south of Highway 2 and east of Cut Bank
Creek arein proposed digtrict 3. In Pondera County it includes the Vdier area (approximately
Precinct 35 east of Highway 89).

Proposed Didtrict 4 includes portions of Pondera and Teton Counties. In Pondera County, it includes
the 1-15 corridor, Conrad, and the Conrad area (approximately rura precincts 25, 28, 19). In Teton
County, the areawest of Highway 287 and east of Highway 89 including Chouteau, but not including
Farfield and Freezeout Lake. This portion of the county must be joined with aLewis and Clark
County didirict when that region is completed.

Proposed Didrict 5 includes al of Chouteau and Judith Basin Counties and the northwest third of
Fergus County. The eastern boundary is Armell's Creek and following Precinct 16 and 1's boundaries
south to Gilt Edge east of Lewistown. The southern boundary closely gpproximates current House
Digtrict 94's northern boundary until west of Lewistown where it follows the Hanover and Kolin roads
to the county line.



House Didrict 6 includes dl of Liberty County and western Hill County south of the Milk River and the
Fresno Reservair, northwest of Highway 87, however it does not include any of the Rocky Boy's
Reservation that iswest of Highway 87. Within Havre, it includes the area north of the southern city
limits and west of 5th Ave. and south of 10th St., west of 9th Ave. and south of 14th St., south of 16th
S, east of 12th Ave. and includes the area between county road 802 and Clear Creek southeast of
Havre. This proposed didtrict is virtualy the same as Plan 200 - proposed didtrict 6 except it excludes
the area between 8th and the western city limits or the area east of the city limitsto 24th Ave.

Proposed Didtrict 7 includes the Hill County portion north of the Milk River and Highway 2. In Havre,
it includes the area north of West 2nd St., east of Cleveland and north of 9th St., north of 10th St., east
of 5th Ave. and north of 14th, east of 9th Ave., north of 16th ., west of 12th Ave., north of Clear
Creek and west of 24th Ave. north to county road 440 east of Havre to Highway 2. Proposed digtrict
7 indudes northeastern Blaine County, north of Highway 2, but including the city limits of Chinook.

The eastern boundary is the same as current House Didtrict 92 following the Zurich road to Canada.

Proposed Didtrict 8 is the same as current House Didtrict 92 combining the Rocky Boy's Reservation
and the area south of Havrein Hill County with Blaine County, not including Chinook and the
northwestern corner of Blaine County. The proposed didtrict 8 includes dl of the Fort Belknap
Reservation in Blaine County and in Phillips County. It is within the population variance and enhances
the American Indian voting age population percentages.

Proposed Didtrict 9 includes the Lewistown area of current House Digtrict 94 and the southeastern
corner of Fergus County south of the Hanover and Kolin roads.

Proposed Didtrict 10 is composed of the eastern third of Fergus County and Petroleum County. The
digtrict needs an additiona 5,270 persons. Plan 100 illugtrates that Whesetland, Golden Vdley, and
Mussashell Counties would provide this additiond population, but this district will not be completed
until another region is addressed.

Proposed Didrict 11 is wholly within Cascade County and returns portions previoudy shared with
adjacent countiesinto an al-Cascade County rurd digtrict. The digtrict goes from east of 1-15 around
the Great Fdls digtricts and south of the Missouri River. East of the Missouri River, proposed digtrict 7
follows the Great Fdls southern city limitsto 10th Ave. at about 50th. The boundary follows the
Mamstrom Air Force Base (AFB) boundary on the south, east, and north to 67th. The northern
boundary then follows the Missouri River to the county line. Proposed Didtrict 11 includes Smms,
Forth Shaw, Sun River, Cascade, Eden, Sand Coulee, Stockett, Tracy, Belt, Monarch, and Neihart.

Proposed Didtrict 12 in Great Falls most closely gpproximates current House Didtrict 42. 1t is bounded
by Mamstrom AFB on the east, by the Missouri River on the north, by 10th Ave. S on the south and
the eastern boundary is 36th St. S south of Central Ave. and adds two blocks west to 34th St. N north
of Centrad Ave. and the area north of 9th Ave. N and east of 26th St. N (the stadium, veteran's



Memorid Park and the municipa golf course)

Proposed Didtrict 13 in Great Falls includes much of current House Digtrict 43 but the southern
boundary comes north to 33rd Ave. S and the Gibson Flatsroad. Proposed Didtrict 13 gains
Malmstrom AFB and loses the population west of 17th St. S between 33rd and 21t Aves. Sand
west of 23rd St. S north of 21st Ave. S.

Proposed Didtrict 14 contains the core of House Didtrict 44 but adds the area south of the city limitsto
the railroad tracks that follow Lower River Road as they split from the Missouri River to 13th St. Sand
the boundary follows north to 33rd Ave. S.

Proposed Didtrict 15 isclosest to current House Digtrict 45 with the addition of the area south of
Central Ave between 20th &t. S and 36th St. S south to 5th Ave. S. It loses the areawest of 14th S.
Snorth of Central Ave. and the area north of 9th Ave. N and east of 26th St. N (the stadium, Veteran's
Memorid Park and the municipa golf course)

Proposed Didtrict 16 includes the portion of current House Didtrict 46 south of the Missouri River
giving up Black Eagle to proposed digtrict 17 but gaining areain the southeast corner that is north of
10th Ave. S and west of 14th St. S and the area north of the Missouri River that is south of Smelter
Ave. and east of 6th St. NW.

Proposed Didtrict 17 includes current House Digtrict 47 with the exception of the area south of Smelter
Ave. and gaining Black Eagle and the area north of the Northwest Bypass. Proposed didtrict 17 is
wholly north of 1-15 and north of the Vaughn Road. It maintains the southeastern boundary of the
Missouri River east of Grest Fdls.

Proposed Didtrict 18 includes much of current House Didtrict 48. It loses the portion north of the
Northwest Bypass and gains the remainder of Sun Prairie and Vaughn using the census designated
place (CDP) boundaries. It also adds the area between the CDP boundary and 1-15.

Proposed Didrict 19 maintains the core of current House Didtrict 49 that is west of the Missouri River.
It adds considerable territory west to include the area south of the Sun River to the Sun River Cascade
Road and following the Goetz, Weber, and L uebbe roads to a census corporate offset boundary down
to the Fairhaven Road. Proposed Didtrict 19 includes Ulm as defined as a census designated place
with the Missouri River asits eastern boundary.

Proposed Didtrict 1 contains portions of Glacier and Pondera Counties. The Glacier County portion
includes mogt of the Blackfeet Reservation excluding the area of Starr School, East Glacier Park, and
partsof Browning. Proposed Didtrict 1 includes St. Mary and Babb, the Browning city limits, the
North Browning census designated place and east of the road to Heart Butte south to the county line.
Proposed Didtrict 1 includes north of Main St. in Cut Bank, basicaly Ward 4, and east of Cut Bank; it
includes the area south of Highway 2 and west of Cut Bank Creek. The Pondera County portion
includes the southeast portion of the Blackfeet Reservation, including Heart Buite, and dl of the area
west of Highway 89 (not including Dupuyer). The boundary south of Dupuyer uses the Dupuyer Creek
Road, but the population variance would dlow using Dupuyer Creek if thet is preferable. Thisdigtrict
will be completed with the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 2 contains parts of Glacier, FHlathead, and Lake Counties. This plan does not include
Arlee. The southernmost portion of Lake County is a corporate offset boundary south of St. Mary's
Lake west of Sabine Creek to 1 mile south of St. Ignatius. The communities of <. Ignatius, Pablo, and
population aong the Misson Mountain front in Lake County are in this proposed digtrict 2. The
population in Lake County south and east of Swan Lake on Highway 83 isaso included. In Fathead
County, population west and south of the Going to the Sun Highway and the area around the Hungry
Horse Reservoir are included (not including Hungry Horse). In Glacier County, the area between the
Starr School Highway and Highway 2, including Starr School, East Glacier Park and part of Browning
areinthisdigrict. Proposed digtrict 2 includes the area south of the Browning city limits and the area
east of Highway 2 and the Heart Butte highway south of Browning. Thisdigtrict will be completed with
the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 3 includes dl of Toole County and portions of Glacier and Pondera Counties. In
Glacier County, Cut Bank is split and Wards 1, 2, and 3 are in proposed digtrict 3 which aso includes
the area east of Cut Bank south of Highway 2 and east of Cut Bank Creek. In Pondera County it
includes Dupuyer and the area south of the Dupuyer Creek Road (eastern hdf of Precinct 23), and the
Valier area (approximately Precinct 35 east of Highway 89). It includes the area east of 1-15 and south
of Dry Fork of the Marias River north and west of the Conrad area. Conrad isintact. The boundary
could be changed from Dupuyer Creek Road to Dupuyer Creek within the proposed population
deviance.

Proposed Didtrict 4 includes portions of Pondera and Teton Counties. In Pondera County it includes
east of the I-15 corridor to Dry Fork of the Marias and south including Conrad and the Conrad area
(approximatdy rurd precincts south half of 25, 28, 19). In Teton County, the district does not include
Fairfidd and the area west of Fairfield south of 1<t to Highway 89. This portion of the County isjoined
with proposed district 17 with Cascade County, or could be joined with aLewis and Clark County
digtrict when that region is completed if Cascade County digtricts are kept within county lines.

Proposed Didrict 5 includes al of Chouteau and Judith Basin Counties and the northwest third of
Fergus County. The eastern boundary is Armell's Creek and following Precincts 16 and 1's boundaries



south to Gilt Edge east of Lewistown. The southern boundary closely approximates current House
Didtrict 94's northern boundary until west of Lewistown where it follows Wolverine Creek and Scott
roads to Highway 87/200 to the county line.

House Didrict 6 includes dl of Liberty County and western Hill County south of the Milk River and the
Fresno Reservair, south of Havre, it includes the area northwest of Highway 87, however it does not
include any of the Rocky's Boy Reservation that iswest of Highway 87. (Not dl reservation trust lands
areincluded , but population will permit that amendment.) Within Havre, it includes the area north of the
southern city limits and west of 5th Ave. and south of 10th St., west of 9th Ave. and south of 14th
Ave., south of 16th Ave,, east of 12th St. and the area between county road 802 and Clear Creek
southeast of Havre. This proposed digtrict is virtualy the same as Plan 100 - proposed digtrict 6
except it includes the area between 8th and the western city limits and the area east of the city limitsto
24th.

Proposed Didtrict 7 includes a portion of Hill County north of the Milk River and Highway 2. In
Havre, it includes the area west of Havre that is north of West 2nd St. and is east of the city limits north
of 10th S, east of 5th Ave. and north of 14th St., east of 9th Ave. and north of 16th . following the
city limits to County Road 440 north to Highway 2. Proposed didtrict 7 includes northeastern Blaine
County, north of Highway 2, but including the city limits of Chinook. The eastern boundary is the same
as current House Didtrict 92 following the Zurich road to Canada.

Proposed Didtrict 8 is the same as current House Didtrict 92 combining the Rocky Boy's Reservation
and the area south of Havre in Hill County with Blaine County, not including Chinook and the
northwestern corner of Blaine County. Proposed didtrict 8 includes dl of the Fort Belkngp Reservation
in Blaine County and in Phillips County. It is within the population variance and enhances the American
Indian voting age population percentages.

Proposed Districts 9 and 10 - reserved

Proposed Didrict 11 is wholly within Cascade County and returns portions previoudy shared with
adjacent counties into an al-Cascade County rurd digtrict. The district goes from east of 1-15 south
around the Gresat Fdls didtricts to south of the Missouri River. Eagt of the Missouri River and south of
Gresat Fdls, proposed digtrict 7 follows the Fields and Gerber roads to the Stockett highway. The
boundary follows Highway 87 to include Mamstrom Air Force Base. The northern boundary then
follows the Missouri River to the county line. Proposed Didrict 7 includes Mamstrom AFB, Eden,
Sand Coulee, Stockett, Tracy, Belt, Monarch, and Neihart.

Proposed Didtrict 12 in Great Falls most closely gpproximates current House Didtrict 42. 1t is bounded
by Mamsirom AFB on the east, by the Missouri River on the north, by 10th Ave. S on the south. The
eastern boundary is 36th . S south of Centra Ave. and adds two blocks west to 34th St. N north of
Central Ave.



Proposed Didtrict 13 in Great Falls includes much of current House Didtrict 43. This proposed digtrict
adds population between 14th &. S. and 20th St. S. south of 2nd Ave. S.

Proposed District 14 contains the core of House District 44 south of 10th Ave. S, but adds the area
south of the city limits to Sand Coulee Creek to 13th St. S and the boundary follows north to 20th Ave
S. The area south of Centra Ave between the Missouri River and 14th St. Sis aso added to this
proposed district.

Proposed Didtrict 15 is closest to current House Didtrict 45 with the addition of the area south of
Centra Ave between 13th St. S and 36th St. S south to 3rd Ave. S. It loses the area west of 13th St.
S north of Centra Ave.

Proposed Didtrict 16 includes portions of current House Digtricts 46 and 47 including the area south of
the Missouri River north of Central and west of 13th, Black Eagle, and gaining area north of the
Missouri River that is south of Riverview Ave and east of 6th St. NW.

Proposed Didtrict 17 includes current House Didtrict 47 with the exception of the area south of
Riverview Ave. Proposed digtrict 17's southern boundary includes west of 1-15 and the town of
Cascade. The boundary isthe Sun River Cascade Road with everything west of that road to the
county lineand north to the Goetz Road and the Ulm Vaughn Road to I-15. It includes Smms, Fort
Shaw, Sun River, Vaughn, and Cascade in Cascade County and the Fairfidld areain Teton County.

Proposed Digtrict 18 includes much of current House Didtrict 48. 1t gains the remainder of Sun Prairie
using the census designated place boundary north of the Sun River and west of the Ulm Vaughn Road.

Proposed Didrict 19 maintains the core of current House Didtrict 49 that is west of the Missouri River.
It adds consderable territory west to include the area south of the Sun River west of the Sun River
Cascade Road and south of Goetz.  Proposed Didtrict 19 includes UIm as defined as a census
designated place with the Missouri River asits eastern boundary.

Proposed Districts 20 and 21 - reserved

Proposed Didtrict 22 includes the Lewistown area of current House Didtrict 94 and the southeastern
corner of Fergus County south of Highway 87/200 west of Lewistown.

Proposed Didtrict 1 contains parts of Glacier, Pondera, Flathead, and Lake Counties. It includes the
communities of Arlee and Turtle Lake, the population in Ronan east of Highway 93, part of Pablo, and
population aong the Misson Mountain front in Lake County. The population in Lake County south of
Swan Lake on Highway 83 isaso included. In Hathead County, population west and south of Hungry
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Horse Reservoir and south of Highway 2 are included. In Glacier County, south of Highway 89
including Eagt Glacier Park and part of South Browning, in Browning south of Sesame, 7th, and
Rodeo and west of the city limits and 3rd and Piegan. East of Browning the boundary follows Willow
Creek back to Highway 2. Proposed Didtrict 1 ends approximately 10 miles west of Cut Bank. In
Pondera County, the nationd forest portion west of the reservation line and the southwest Blackfeet
Reservation portion of Pondera County including the community of Heart Butte are included. This
district will be completed with the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 2 contains portions of Glacier, Pondera, and Toole Counties. The Glacier County
portion includes the area north of Highway 89, including Starr School and most of Browning north of
Sesame, 7th, and Rodeo and east of the city limits, 3rd, and Piegan streets. The area north of Willow
Creek and Highway 2 isincluded. Approximately 10 mileswest of Cut Bank, the area south of
Highway 2 isadso included south to the county line and west of Cut Bank Creek, the areanorth of the
Cut Bank city limitsisaso in Proposed Didrict 2 and north of Highway 2 east of Cut Bank. The Toole
County portion includes north of Highway 2 and west of 1-15, including Kevin and Sunburst. The
Pondera County portion includes the northeast portion of the Blackfeet Reservation. This district will
be completed with the Western region.

Proposed District 3 contains Pondera, Toole, and Glacier Counties. The Pondera County portion
includes al of the county south and east of the Blackfeet Reservation Boundary. The Toole County
portion includes the area south of Highway 2, but does not include any portion of the city limits of
Shelby. Proposed didtrict 3 contains al of Cut bank using the city limit boundaries and dl of the area
south of Highway 2 east of Cut Bank and east of Cut Bank Creek.

Proposed Didtrict 4 contains dl of Teton County. To make up the remainder of the digtricts
gpproximately 2,500 persons will be needed from Lewis and Clark County. This district would be
adopted with that region.

Proposed Digtrict 5 iswholly in Cascade County. It includes the area north and east of Highway 89,
north of Highway 200 west of Great Fals and north of the Sun River to the Missouri River, the area
west of Stuckey and Vineyard, and west of Highway 87 about 5 miles north (south of Black Horse
Lake). In Great Fdls, the area south of 6th Ave. NW and west of 10th St. NW, and south of 5th Ave.
NW, east of 6th St. NW and south of Northwest Bypass to the Missouri River isincluded.

Proposed Didtrict 6 includes the area south of Highway 89, Highway 200, and the Sun River west of
Great Fdls, near Great Fdlsit includes the areawest and north of the Missouri River. The southern
boundary is north of (and not including) Ulm, west to the Highway 200 about 5 miles south of Smms.

Proposed Didrict 7 includes the southern two-thirds of and is wholly within Cascade County. The

northwestern boundary is the area south of Proposed Didtrict 6 and includes UIm across and south of
the Missouri River. East of the Missouri River, proposed digtrict 7 follows the Great Falls southern city
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limitsto 10th Ave. Sat about 50th . S. The boundary follows the Mamstrom Air Force Base
boundary on the south, east, and north to 67th St. The northern boundary then follows the Missouri
River to the county line. Proposed Didtrict 7 includes Ulm, Cascade, Eden, Sand Coulee, Stockett,
Tracy, Bedt, Monarch, and Neihart.

Proposed Didtrict 8 iswithin and north of the Greet Falls southern city limit boundary east of the
Missouri River and south of 10th Ave S. It dso includes a portion south of 6th Ave. S between 4th
and 10th &. S.

Proposed Didtrict 9 is north of 10th Ave. S, and south of 4th Ave. S between 10th St. S and 36th St.
S, and south of 3rd Ave. S between 36th &t. S and Malmstrom AFB.

Proposed Didtrict 10 is north of 10th Ave. S east of the Missouri River and west of 4th S. S, north of
6th Ave. S between 4th St. Sand 10th St. S, north of 4th Ave. S between 10th St. Sand 36th St. S.
and north of 3rd Ave. Sto 63rd St. S. The northern boundary is 1st Ave. N from the River to Park
Dr. and 2nd Ave. N east to 26th St. N and 3rd Ave. N to 36th St. N. The northern boundary returns
to 2nd Ave. N east to 63rd St. which is the eastern boundary.

Proposed Didtrict 11 is north of the 1st Ave. N bridge, north of 2nd Ave. N east to 26th &t. N and 3rd
Ave. N to 36th St. N. The eastern boundary is 36th St. N. The northern boundary is from the
Missouri River on 6th Ave. N, 8th Ave. N to 18th St. N, and 9th Ave. N to 36th St. N.

Proposed Didtrict 12 is bounded by Stuckey Drive on the west, south to 6th Ave. NW to 10th St., 5th
Ave. NW to 6th St. and from the Northwest Bypass to the Missouri River. The eastern boundary is
Highway 87 to 36th Ave. NE and the northern boundary basicdly follows the city limitsto 6th St. NW
and includes the areawest of 6th St. NW about %2 mile north.

Proposed Didrict 13 includes the area north of the Great Fdls City limitswest of Highway 87 to south
of the Black Horse Lake area. It includes Black Eagle and east of the Missouri River north of 6th, and
from 8th Ave. N to 18th St. N, and 9th Ave. N to 36th St. N. It includes the area east of 36th St. N
north of 2nd Ave. N, east of 63rd including Mamstrom AFB. It includes the areawest of 67th and
north of the Missouri River west to Highway 87 within northern Cascade County.

Proposed Didtrict 14 includes haf of Chouteau County north and west of the Missouri River until
Virgdle a which time the digtrict boundary goes due north to Highway 87. It includesdl of Liberty
County , and in Toole County north of Highway 2 and east of 1-15. It includes Shelby and the private
prison facility in Toole County and the communities of Fort Benton, Big Sandy, Carter, and Loma from
Chouteau County.

Proposed Didrict 15 includes western Hill County south of the Milk River and the Fresno Reservair,
north of Highway 87, however it does not include any of the Rocky's Boy Reservation or trust lands
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that are west of Highway 87. Within Havre, it includes the area north of the city limits and west of 8th
Ave. north to 18th St., west of 7th Ave. north to 13th St., west of 6th Ave. and north of 6th St., west
of 10th Ave. north to 1st St. and west of 7th Ave. north to the Milk River.

Proposed Didtrict 16 includes the Hill County portion north of the Milk River and Highway 2. In
Havre, its western boundary includes the area east of 8th Ave. and north of 18th ., east of 7th Ave.
north to 13th St., east of 6th Ave. and south of 6th St., east of 10th Ave., north of 1st St. and east of
7th Ave. north to the Milk River. It includes the area between Clear Creek and Bullhook Creek
southeast of Havre, and the areawest of 24th Ave. and north of the county road 440 to Highway 2.
Proposed Didtrict 16 includes northern Blaine County, north of Highway 2, but including the city limits
of Chinook and Harlem. Where the Milk River intersects Highway 2, the boundary follows the Milk
River east to the county line corresponding to the northeastern boundary of the Fort Belknap
Reservation.

Proposed Digtrict 17 will be included in the Northeast Region and will not be adopted with this region.
It includes northern Phillips County, Valey County north of Highway 2, west of Highway 24 and north
of the Fort Peck Reservation boundary. It includes Mata and Saco, but does not include Glasgow. It
requires additiona population.

Proposed Digrict 18 will be included in the Northeast Region and will not be adopted with this region.
In Hill County, it includes the Rocky Boy's Reservation, the area north of the Rocky Boy's Reservation
and east of Highway 87, the area south of Havre city limits and Bullhook Creek, the area east of 24th
and south of county road 440, the area south of Highway 2 east of Havre. It includes the area south of
Highway 2 in Blaine County, including the Fort Belkngp Reservation, not including Chinook or Harlem.
It dso includes southern Phillips County and southeaestern Valey county. It iswithin the population
variance and enhances the American Indian voting age population percentages.

Proposed Didtrict 19 includes southeastern Chouteau County, Judith Basin County and Petroleum
Countiesin ther entirety and the Fergus County area not including Lewistown or the southeastern
corner of Fergus County. Proposed district 19 still needs approximately 1750 persons which are
illugtrated in this plan by utilizing Garfield County. Garfield County isincluded in the Southesstern
Region and this part of the boundary will not be adopted until the hearing for that region.

Proposed Didtrict 20 includes the southeastern portion of Fergus County, including Lewistown. The
boundaries north of Lewistown, aswell as the eastern boundary approximate the current HD 94
boundaries. The northeastern boundary follows the railroad west to the county line. The county line
serves as the western and southern boundary to the nationd forest boundary and a graded road
fallowing Spring Creek into the Big Snowy Mountains.

Proposed Didtrict 1 contains portions of Glacier and Pondera Counties. The Glacier County portion
includes most of the Blackfeet Reservation excluding the area between Highway 89 and Highway 2.
Proposed Didtrict 1 includes the communities of St. Mary, Babb, Starr School, and the portion of
Browning north of Highway 89 and west of Highway 464. Proposed Didtrict 1 includes north of the
city limits of Cut Bank north of Highway 200 and the areawest of Cut Bank Creek. The Pondera
County portion includes the southeast portion of the Blackfeet Reservation, including Heart Butte and
al of the areawest of Highway 89 and the area around and including Dupuyer (most of Precinct 23).
Same as proposed digtrict 1-100 except for asmdl portion of Cut Bank. Thisdigtrict will be
completed with the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 2 contains parts of Glacier, Flathead, and Lake Counties. It includes the portion of
Arlee east of Highway 93, the communities of . Ignatius, Pablo, and population dong the Misson
Mountain front in Lake County. The population in Lake County south and east of Swan Lake on
Highway 83 isdso included. In Flathead County, population south of the Going to the Sun Highway
and the area around the Hungry Horse Reservoir are included (not including Hungry Horse). In Glacier
County, the area between Highway 89 and Highway 2 including East Glacier Park and part of
Browning, south of Highway 2 isin thisdigtrict. East of Browning the boundary follows Willow Creek
and Depot Creek south to the railroad tracks and to Highway 2 southwest of Browning. Same as Plan
100. Thisdigrict will be completed with the Western region.

Proposed Didtrict 3 includes dl of Toole County and portions of Glacier and Pondera Counties. In
Glacier County, part of Cut Bank isin thisdigrict but split using the 1990 northeast boundary and
railroad tracks to Central and uses city limits southeast of Centra as the boundary with proposed
digtrict 1. The areaeast of Cut Bank south of Highway 2 and east of Cut Bank Creek are in proposed
digrict 3. In Pondera County it includes the Valier area (approximately Precinct 35 that is east of
Highway 89).

Proposed Didtrict 4 includes portions of Pondera and Teton Counties. In Pondera County it includes
east of the I-15 corridor and south of Highway 44, including Conrad and the Conrad area
(approximatdy rurd precincts south half of 25, 28, 19). In Teton County, the district does not include
Dutton and Power on [-15. This portion of the County is joined with proposed digtrict 17 with
Cascade County.
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Proposed Didrict 5 includes dl of Chouteau and Judith Basin Counties and the northwest third of
Fergus County. The eastern boundary is Armell's Creek and following Precinct 16 and 1's boundaries
south to Gilt Edge east of Lewistown. The southern boundary closely approximates current House
Didtrict 94's northern boundary until west of Lewistown where it follows the Hanover and Kolin roads
to the county line. Same as Plan 100.

House Didrict 6 includes dl of Liberty County and western Hill County south of the Milk River and the
Fresno Reservair, northwest of Highway 87, however it does not include any of the Rocky Boy's
Reservation that iswest of Highway 87. Within Havre, it includes the area north of the southern city
limits and west of 5th Ave. and south of 10th St., west of 9th Ave. and south of 14th St., south of 16th
S, east of 12th Ave. and includes the area between county road 802 and Clear Creek southeast of
Havre. This proposed digtrict is virtualy the same as Plan 200 - proposed didtrict 6 except it excludes
the area between 8th and the western city limits or the areaeast of the city limitsto 24th Ave. Same as
Pan 100.

Proposed Didtrict 7 includes the Hill County portion north of the Milk River and Highway 2. In Havre,
it includes the area north of West 2nd St., east of Cleveland and north of Sth St., north of 10th St., east
of 5th Ave. and north of 14th, east of 9th Ave,, north of 16th St., west of 12th Ave., north of Clear
Creek and west of 24th Ave. north to county road 440 east of Havre to Highway 2. Proposed digtrict
7 includes northeagtern Blaine County, north of Highway 2, but including the city limits of Chinook.

The eagtern boundary is the same as current House Digtrict 92 following the Zurich road to Canada.
Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didtrict 8 is the same as current House Didtrict 92 combining the Rocky Boy's Reservation
and the area south of Havre in Hill County with Blaine County, not including Chinook and the
northwestern corner of Blaine County. The proposed didtrict 8 includes dl of the Fort Belknap
Resarvation in Blaine County and in Phillips County. Same as Plan 100 and 200.

Proposed Didtrict 9 includes the Lewistown area of current House Didtrict 94 and the southeastern
corner of Fergus County south of the Hanover and Kolin roads. Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didtrict 10 is composed of the eastern third of Fergus County in thisplan. The digtrict needs
an additiona 8,001 persons. Plan 100 illugtrates that Petroleum, Whestland, Golden Valley, and
Mussdshell Counties would provide this additiona population, but this digtrict will not be completed
until another region is addressed.

Proposed Didtrict 11 is wholly within Cascade County and returns portions previoudy shared with
adjacent counties into an al-Cascade County digtrict. The digtrict goes from east of Muddy Creek
around the Gresat Fdls didtricts to south of the Missouri River. East of the Missouri River south of Grest
Fdls, proposed didtrict 7 follows the Great Fals southern city limitsto 10th Ave. a about 50th. The
boundary follows the Mamstrom Air Force Base boundary on the south, east, and north to 67th. The
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northern boundary then follows the Missouri River to the county line. This differs from Plan 100 -
proposed digtrict 11 in that it includes more of current HD 87 to current HD 47 boundary. Proposed
Digrict 11 includes Smms, Fort Shaw, Sun River, Cascade, Eden, Sand Coulee, Stockett, Tracy,
Bdt, Monarch, and Neihart.

Proposed Didtrict 12 in Great Falls most closely gpproximates current House Didtrict 42. 1t is bounded
by Mamstrom AFB on the east, by the Missouri River on the north, by 10th Ave. S on the south and
the eastern boundary is 36th St. S south of Central Ave. and adds two blocks west to 34th St. N north
of Centrad Ave. and the area north of 9th Ave. N and east of 26th St. N (the stadium, Veteran's
Memorid Park and the municipa golf course) Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didrict 13 in Great Fals includes much of current House Didtrict 43 but the southern
boundary comes north to 33rd Ave. S and the Gibson Fats road. Proposed Didtrict 13 gains
Mamstrom AFB and |oses the population west of 17th St. S between 33rd and 21st Aves. S and west
of 23rd St. Snorth of 21st Ave. S. Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didtrict 14 contains the core of House Didtrict 44 but adds the area south of the city limitsto
the railroad tracks that follow Lower River Road as they split from the Missouri River to 13th St. Sand
the boundary follows north to 33rd Ave. S. Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didtrict 15 isclosest to current House Digtrict 45 with the addition of the area south of
Centra Ave between 20th St. Sand 36th St. S. south to 5th Ave. S. It loses the areawest of 14th S
Snorth of Centrd Ave. and the area north of 9th Ave. N and east of 26th St. N (the stadium, Veteran's
Memorid Park and the municipa golf course)) Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didrict 16 includes the portion of current House Didtrict 46 south of the Missouri River
giving up Black Eagle to proposed digtrict 17 but gaining areain the southeast corner that is north of
10th Ave. Sand west of 14th &. S and the area north of the Missouri River that is south of Smelter
Ave. and east of 6th St. NW. Same as Plan 100.

Proposed Didtrict 17 includes current House Digtrict 47 with the exception of the area south of Smelter
Ave and gaining Black Eagle. It differsfrom Plan 100 in that it does not include the area north of the
Northwest Bypass. Proposed didtrict 17 iswholly north of 1-15 and north of the Vaughn Road. It
maintains the southeastern boundary of the Missouri River east of Greet Falls.

Proposed Didtrict 18 includes much of current House Didtrict 48. It differs from Plan 100 in thet it
maintains the portion north of the Northwest Bypass. This proposed didtrict gains the remainder of Sun
Prairie using the census designated place boundaries between Sun Prairie and the Ulm Vaughn roads.

It also adds the area between the CDP boundary and 1-15.

Proposed Digrict 19 maintains the core of current House Didtrict 49 that is west of the Missouri River.
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Proposed Didtrict 19 includes UIm as defined as a census designated place with the Missouri River as
its eastern boundary. 1t includes the area south of the Sun River Valey Ditch out about 3 mileson
Highway 89.
